That it is very generally 
held to be trae is beyond question ; but 
these who believe most firmly (ns it would 
be the last to claim for ite demonstration 
Without demonstration a scientific theory 
gumnot be said to be established. Ii the 
evelation of epecies from species be admit 
ed an integral part of the theory of evola- 
dion, a@ it meet be, @ momemental barrier 
wands in the way of ite unquestioned 

. That barrier has been placed 
i eolentific annals by Louis Agassiz in his 
exposition of the fixity of species, as illus 
trated by embryology. \ 


As Huxley has not established evolution 
Darwin wae not aod never claimed to be ite 
“nather.” The principle of evolution was 
apparent to Aristotle, who, notwithatand- 
ing the ecantiness of materials, means and 
oppertunity for biologic study, preceived 
‘pe reasonableness and probability of the 
principle, The theory iteelf was widely 
knows among the Greek and the early 
Obriatian echolare,and was freely discussed, 
pre and con, in the Christian schools of the 
first Give centuries. Darwiniem, properly 
wtated, ia natural selection, and it under- 
takes to justify the principle of evolution. 
Nateral selection, briefly stated, ie that 
every kind of animal and plant tends 1° 
inorense in numbers in geometrical progres- 
sion ; that every kind transmits a general 
likeness, with individual difference, to ite 
offepring, and that every individual haa to 
endure a severe struggle for existence, 
owing to the tendency to geometrical in- 
crease of all kinds of animals and plants, 
while the total animal and vegetable 
popelation, man and his agency excepted, 
remains almost atationary, 


Tm the last edition of “ The Origin of 
Species,” Darwin somewhat modifies 
natural selection in relation to ite potency 
a a faotor in the probability of evolution 
While he continued to maintain that it is 
the moat important mesos by which mature 
has preserved an equilibrium between 

and subsistence, he does not 
adhere to is original position that it is the 
only means, It will aleo be remembered 
that while evolution is not Darwin's in any 
sense, the hypothesis of nataral selection 
was put forth by Alfred R. Wallace about 
the same timeas by Darwin, who, however, 
was antecedent in reaching the world with 
hie evidences in eupport of it thereby 
giving to the hypothesis of natural selection 
his name, 


Darwin himaeclf, a chivalrous, highmind- 
ed and ponest man, who wrote modestly 
and cautiously, always resented ascription 
to him of anything which wae not his due. 
Huxley would smile with hie characteristic 
brusquenees of candor at the absurdity of 
claiming for him the establishment of 
theory which no@ither he nor any other 
solentific defender of evolution professed 
to believe susceptible of demonatration.

A gentleman of St. Ignace, Michigan, 
Mr. P, McOann, said there were two 
oaunes for the lowering of the water levels 
of Lake Erie, Firat, after the channels at 
the Flats and Limekiln Crossing were 
deepened, the outflow of waver from Lakes 
Heron and Michigan and into Lake Erie 
waa increased nearly one-third. This in- 
creased outflow raised the level of Lake 
Erie and. kept Je high level there until 
the levele of ke Huron and Lake 
Michigan to subside, During the 
time of the high levels of Lake Erie the 

ure of water running down the Nia- 
gare River bad materially moreased in 
‘orce and velocity, thereby wearing away 
the banke of the river, leaving « wider 
8 for the water of the lake to flow 
through than existed before that time. 
When the supply of water from Lake 
Huron be to diminish on ac- 
count of the lowering of ij level, the 
widened and enlarged channel of the 
Niagara River began to draw on Lake Erie 
for the extra supply of water to keep the 
channel running fall, and consequently 
Lake Erie fell below ite -nor level, 
The other reason is the well-known one 
that when so mach of the land that com- 
poses the watershed of Lake Erie was put 
under cultivation the evaporation was so 
reat that half the rainfall was carried 
ok to the clouds by it, which would 
decrease the inflow from the rivera so 
much thatthe lakelevels would be affected. 
But still the lowering of Lake Ontario's 
level remains to be accounted for !

These avalanches are everywhere ; there is 
not a wagon road or mountain trail that 
does not cross the path of several, On the 
Caslo-Slocan road to New Denver there 
are five or six, on the winter road to San- 
don and Cody Creek four ; all traile to the 
mines cross and recross the moving destroy- 
ers ; yet all the season of greatest danger 
there is more traffic on these roads and 
trails than on many highways in civili- 
zation, Marvelous escapes are an_ every- 
day matter. Ne one hesitates or delays 
on account of the peril to be incurred.

Effects of a Great Strike. 


A reportrecently published by the Illi+ 
noie Bureau of Labour Statiatics gives some 
atatistica ot the great coal atrike of last 
year, and shows how futile were the efforts 


of the etrikere, The actual loss in wages 
to the atrikers was $1,693,910, making the 
average losa of the individual strikers 
$67.20. Agaic, 87.4 per cent. of the total 
number engaged in the strike went back lo 
work without gaining any advantage either 
im wages or in changed conditions of em- 
ployment, Of this number 8,606 submitted 
to reductions in wages as the condition of 
re-employment. Only 12.6 per cent. of 
the strikers received betier wages after the 
strike. As 25,207 were involved in the 
strike, itcan eastly be seen thatit would 
be cheaper for men instead of going into & 
strike to throw away & month's wages, as 
they not only lose more than that, bat 
disturb the business of a community in a 
way that sometimes’ inflicta a permanent 
injury on the industries of the piace. A 
atrike ia dear at any price.

Roots For Winter Food. 

The dairymen who wants good batter 
next winter should not miss to grow a 
bountiful crop of carrots and paranips. The 
excellence of the Jersey cows ia unquestion- 
ably due to the paranips which are fed to 
them, and for which the soil and climate of 
the Channel island aré so well adapted, 
These roote are wholly free from any objeo- 
tionable quality, and confer a sweetness 
and aromatic flavor on the butter which 
are gained by no other food, 

It is as reasonable to believe that the food 
is the source of the flavor of the butter as 
it is of the flavor of the flesh of an animal. 
And this notwithstanding the avowed be- 
lief of ® number of acientific persons—or 
peteons who claim to be scientific—to the 
contrary, It is alleged by these persons 
that it is the individuality of the cow that 
gives the flavor to the butter, Common 
people know better, and no smount of 
solentific allegation will make them believe 


that when s cow eate garlic in’ the pasture 
or oabbage or turnips in the stable, it is 
the individuality of the animal and not the 
strongly flavored food that contributes the 
special taste and odor to the milk and bat- 
ter. And so it in the food to which the 
Jersey cow has been used for hundreds of 
years, and by which the milk and butter 
have been gradually increased, until the 
large product of the food and the ability to 
conaime a large quantity of the richest food 
have been fixed on the race, and have be- 
come an essential characteristic of it. It is 
true that the Jersey cow an indi- 
viduality of her own, but this is « conse~ 
quence and not @n intrinsic natural ability ; 
it ia mot an active, but « passive character- 
ay eg nothing cearighe leas —— 
° g training uation, Ox 
—— gr gee cow has the ns 
ibility if same means are taken to 
orm it and perpetuate the distinct charac- 
ter. And every dairyman should so m 
his herd as to develop and fix this improved 
condition, 

The farmer who has as yet neglected to 
teat a silo tor winter feeding should not 
put off any later the planting of two or 
three acres of some early kynd of corn, and 
should get the materials ready for making 
the silo to bold it, The two acres will 
yield thirty to forty tons of the most valu. 
able fodder, which wil) be sufficient to keep 
five cows in the best condition during the 
whole winter. There is no other way in 
which a cow can be fed 20 easily and cheap- 
ly or so well, The — Casita eorn will | 
ripen ite grain if planted by the let of July 
while evergreen sweet corn will mature 
sufficiently for this use. 

The silo should be around one It fe 
made exactly as a cistern may be, of staves, 
and hooped with iron bands, It may be 
put up ’n the corner of a barn, in a con- 
venient place for the use of the fodder. 
The economy of it is in etrict line with the 
present gdvanced condition of things, and 
no one ean afford to be behind the times if 
there are only as few as four or five cows 
to feed, 

It is yet time to sow white turnips in the 
corn at the last cultivation or to grow a crop 
of rutabagas for winter feeding for sheep. 
This root is the best of all the turnips, al- 
though the yellow Aberdeen ia not te be 
despised, th these varieties have been 
improved of late years and made far more 

reductive than they used to be by the 
leoet size to which the reote grow. The 
Aberdeen is a good table turnip while the 
rutabaga, or the swede turnip,is too strong 
for domestic use. 

It will be well worth while to give the 
turnips at least 150 poands of saperphos- | 
— of lime per acre, phosphoric acid be- 

g a dominant element in the ash of these 
roots, The turnip contains more than 19 
per cent. of it, and the ratabagas 17 per 
cent. inthe ash. The other large element 
of the ash is potash, of which both of these 
have at least 50 per cent. in the ash. So

Feeding Tallow to Dairy Cows. 


The Feeulte of many experiments in feed. 
ing fate and oils to dairy cows have proved 
that the composition of the milk depends 
om the natere of the cow, and that auy 
noticed change in the fat or other compon. 
ente of the milk is merely a temporary 
one, due to the unusual food, These linseed 
cottonseed, rape, peanut cooeannt, palm and 
cleo oils and stearine have been successive- 
ly fed to cows with no inorease in the yield 
of butter. Lately it has been claimed that 
a dairy ration of tallow,would increase the 
fat im the milk, But Prof, H. H. Wing 
obtained no such result in two careful teats 
with ten different cows of the Cornell herd, 
of two breeds, of various ages, in various 
periods of lactation, extending over ten 
weeks, for at leaac six of which each cow 
ate and relished two pounds of shared 
clean beef tallow a mixed with her 
ground grain. Hence the feeding of tallow 
to dairy cows will not increase the yield 
of butter, neither will it decrease the yield.

By 
some means not yet fully explained these 
bacteria are able to use the free nitrogen of 
the air and manufacture from it some com~- 
pound of nitrogen fit for plant food. The 
clover plant in this way secares enough 
nitrogen for ive own use and leaves & sur- 
plus for the use of succeeding crops of grain 
or There ie much still to learn as 
to how the work is dove. Some think that 
if the soil be rich in available nitrogen the 
clover will ase a considerable quantity of 
it before the nodules form on the 
Thia is over and above what w needed to 
give the plant « good start and ® vigorous 
young growth, 

The newest phase in the matter ie the 
‘Snooulating” theory, Land seeded to 
clover is sprinkled with soil from an old 
clover field. This is to bring the spores of 
the clover bacteria so that they may 
—_ form nodules on the young roote, 

wing the clover seed and then sowing the 
bacteria seed, It is already claimed that 
great resulta have followed this way of 
working.

Clover Sickness,—This is a disease 
touching red clover. Where «short course 
rotation, say « three or four years’ one, is 
adopted with red clover it wae found that 
me the clover would not do well, The 
land became “ cloversick " and the clover 
died the second year of its growth without 
apparent cance, Some naturalists regard 

ie ae due to the want of available potash 
in the soil and especially in the subsoil, but 
it may be from another cause. Experience 
hae shown that it is not good farming to 
have red clover follow eny of the legames, 
such as peas, beans, or any other clover,

Slopping Cows. 

There in a general belief that slopping 
cows greatly -increases their flow of milk, 
and that the resulting yield is correspond: 
ingly poor in butter fats, and to prove, or 
disprove, this the experiment station at 
Guelph, Ont, has for the past two years 
been experimenting along the line, and to 
their surprise there is practically nothing 
in the belief. The cows when fed the grain in 
form of slop would, if fed once a day, give

Pattening Lambs in the Autumn. 

Lambe de not usually bring #0 good « 
price when sold in the autama, even when 
im fininhed forge qu when fattened and sold 
during the winter following, writes Thoa, 
Shaw in Prairie Farmer, Bot it may not 
always be convenient to carry them on into 
the winter, and when they are sent direct- 
ly to the block in the autumn the aim 
should be to have them in fine finish, owing 
tothe much better price that they will 
bring bechuse of the flesh they carry. 

We will suppose that the lamba have 
been well kept right up to the time of 


weaning, They should then weigh about | -,. 


filty to sixty pounds, ae they will be from 
four to five months old. The weaning wil) 
take place about the end of August with 
lambs that were dropped on the grass, say 
during the month of April. 

Happy are those who havea field of rape 
well grown upon which they can turn the 
lamba at auch « time, Those who have can 
turs their lambs in apon the rape and leave 
them there, and in trom six to ten weeks 
they will have them “fat and plump, — 
weighing from seventy to ninety pounds 
per wove Nor will they need any addi- 
tional grain ration while they feed upon 
the rape. They will probably do better if 
they are allowed free access to an old grass 
pasture wear at band, but this ie pot an 
absolute necessity, They will eat some 
grease when thas feeding, even when it is 
old and dead ; and it ia well that they do, 
for then the succulent rape will not pro- 
duce scours, Nature seome to influence 
them, aa it were, instinctively to partake 
of a diet that will be good for them when 
they have the opportunity. 

When thy ace tarned upon the rape at 
fires they should be acoustomed to it 
gradually, oe there is some danger of their 
eating of it #0 freely as to cause bloating, 
which may speedily end in the death of the 
lamba. In tact they should never be put 
tipou it at any time when in « hungry con- 
dition, Belore being turned in upon the 
rape the lambs should be tagaed. If scours 
follow the consequences will not then be eo 
harmful. They sbould, of course, have all 
the walt they will take, bat ordinarily they 
will not require water. The succulence of 
the rape seems to furnish the lambs with 
wuticient water unless when the weather is 
extraordinarily warm. But the dangers 
from pasturing sheep on rape seem to be 
much minimized in this western country. 
In my experience here 1 have had no 
difficulty yew either scours ia — when 

turing sheep on rape, an same 
an obs ace the experienioe of others. 

In the earlier contributsona from my pen 
on this i, Limvariably took care to 
coaution look owners againat the dangers 
arising from bloating and scours, but more 
especially the former. I did ao for the 
teagon that the losses from bloating are 
sometimes considerable when sheep are 
being — upon rape in Ontario,owing 

robably to ite more eucoulent character 

n that province, And the greater succul- 
ence of rape in Ontarto is owing, it may 
be to the more ample showers which fall in 
that provineoe surrounded by lakes. I have 
failed to notice « single complaint in the 
ot gee . pers of the — aa to losses 
eop while being pasta upon rape. 
Bat a s0,due pear, Spe oar be exercised, 
In some seasons our'rape crop will be more 
suceulent than in others, and therefore the 
danger will be greater in such seasons. 

For those who have no rape there are 
other way of fattening lamba on pastures, 
As soon as weaned they may be put upon 
young, clover or other pasture; but they 
should get an additional grain supplement, 
and the amount of grain fed should be in- 
creased aa the pasture is found insufficient. 
From one-half to two pounds per head per 
day may be required to finish the lambs in 
good form, and unless the pastures are 
anceulent they should have ample water 
supplies. The grain food may consiat at 
firat of oate, of oate alone, or oats and wheat 
bran in various pr The diet is 
always improved when « little oil cake is 
Later, corn may be added, and 
toward the last of the feeding season it 
should be fed freely, A grain supplement 
given to the lambs under the condition 
named, will undoubtedly prove a good 
investment, 

Other methods may be adopted. If one 
haa foddet corn grown #0 aa not to be too 
coarse in character, this may be fed to the 
lamba either on the pastures or in the 
sheds, providing the Iambe have easy 
access from the sheds to the pastures, and 
when emall ears are found upon the corn, 
the gains of the lambe will be increased in 

portion as the eare are plentiful. This 
ood fed at firet in the green form may be 
continued as long as desired,

English eagerness to invest at high 
prices simply shows that they believe that 
this company is strong envugh to hgld the 
product and dictate the price of diamonds, 

‘The great atrength of this company and 
the present immense prosperity are a to 
the ability of Gardner Williams, When he 
went to the Kimberley mines as manager 
he found everything in confusion, and most 
of the diamonds that were found, loat to 
the company through the clever thieving 
of the negroes who worked in the mines, 
He organized an amazing ayetem,and, win- 
ning success where so many had failed now 
gets « ealary of $100,000 » year. 

Diarnonds are being searched for over 
1,000 feet below the level of the ground at 
Kimberley, the ore being dag at that depth 
ins vast and ever-increasing labyrinth of 
shafte, tunnela and chambers, The ore, 
taken to the surface, ie scattered over an 
area several miles square, where at present 
no leas than 3,000,000 loads of earth are 
exposed, This ore is left exposed to the 
weather for two years. Then it is eo far 
disintegrated that it is easily orushed, It 
ia estimated that in the ore now thus ex- 
— there are diamonds worth $20,000,-

Laying ar Army 


An interesting experiment of installing a 
telephone by trotting cavalry was recently 
successfully undertaken by some Pavesian 
Uhians betweer. Berlin and Potadam. Two 


seta of one officer and two non-commissioned

The School of Mining, Kingston, will 
organize @ party to go out prospecting 
tour up the Rideau Canal to the North 
of Frontenac and adjoining counties. 
The objects of the tour are to train men 
in the methods of prospecting for valu- 
able sminerals and with this end in 
view, to make a practical study of the 
geology of the district. The travelling 
will be done by canoes, which, with 
the camping outfit, will be provided by 
the School of Mining.
